AU the interest we have in 
this matter ie that the schools shall have 
good books,—books creditably gotten up, 
and which can be sold tor a figure which 
is not exorbitant. 
We do need a reform 
in the price of books, and we are getting it 
now under the present system. 
For in ­ 
stance, the price of the National Reader 
No. I, which inc bdl says is sold for 25 
cents, is actually sold in quantities to schools 
for 14 cents, and all other books mentioned 
in the bill, proportionately as low 


may demand one-half gold or one-half sil­ 
ver, except when it may be otherwise stip 
ulated by contract. 
The bill makes no ; 
provision .for the use of silver in paying 
either principal or interest of the public j 
debt.

F or 
the purpose ot ascertains g how many offi­ 
cers are t4L»afiog’’ about Washington, aD 
Inter Ocean reporter called at General 
Sheridan’* headquarters and learned that 
the num ber temporarily off duty could.not 
be more than twenty-five in W ashington 
Sheridan’s staff officer said “ there are 
of 
course a certain num ber of men in the 
commissary, inspector’s and other depart­ 
ments who are not there on their own vo­ 
lition, but because they are on duty. 
A 9 to 
the officers visiting there, there might per­ 
haps be ten or fifteen all the tim e coming 
and going. Tney go lo Washington simply 
because it is the headquarters of govern­ 
m ent attaches, and they would Bee more 
people that they knew there than any 
place else. 
But mea do not loiter there, 
as they only have thirty days’ leave at a 
time, and then often but once iu the course 
ol years’ service in the West. 
Bragg has slated that

B LA IN E ’S BILL. 


Warlike Movements of Indians 
at Fort Peck. 


Senator B la in e Introduce* A nother S ilrer 
B i l l - F u ll Text o f the B ill. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—Senator Blaine 
surprised his friends to-day by introduc­ 
ing a Silver bill, and his attitude is regard­ 
ed as still more surprising, as he has been 
counted as among the most radical of the 
advocates of a double standard. 
His bill 
is understood to represent the views of 
those who believe In [a bi-metallic stan­ 
dard, but who believe that there should be 
an equated value between the gold dollar 
and the silver dollar. 
Mr. Blaine freely 
expresses the opinion that the United 
States cannot afford .to m aintain the single 
standard, thai we are large producers cl 
silver, aud that we ought to utilize the 
metal as a circulating medium, and that to 
attempt its contraction simply to the gold 
standard 
will 
be 
followed 
first 
by

dangerous

ol 
values, and next by a still more dangerous 
inflation of values by a wild rush lur u n ­ 
limited paper issues. 
A very important 
feature of Mr. Blaine’s bill is in the fourth 
section, where lie provides that coin cert! 
ficates may he issued from the Treasury 
for gold and silver bullion in stamped bar* 
from the mines. 
These certificates will 
argely remove the argum ent ol inconven­ 
ience so often argued against the use of 
silver as money, and under the operation 
ol the section, ll enacted into a law, more 
bullion would probably go the Treasury 
for certificate* thau to the Mint for actual 
cornage.

Post to-night, says Sitting Bull is now 
camped on Frenchm an Creek, with over a 
thousand lodges, including 
the escaped 
Nez Perce!, and the recent deserters from 
the agencies, numbering two hundred and 
eighty lodges, with eight hundred war­ 
riors. Sitting Bull’! own camp nu m b er 
2,300 warriors and 5,000 women and chil­ 
dren. 
They 
are 
splendidly 
m ount­ 
ed 
and 
armed. 
The 
Agency 
Indians 
are 
armed 
with 
Sharp’s 
rilles 
and 
carbines, 
and 
an 
abund­ 
ance of ammunition ; also government 
horses and mules in large numbers. Sit - 
tim: Bull1* immediate command is equally 
well armed and equipped. 
All the prin­ 
cipal hostile chiels are with him —Black 
Moon, Four Horns, Long Dog, and Red 
Bear. 
Red Bear recently deserted his 
agency with 2C J lodges immediately atter 
bis journey to Washington. 
Black Catfish, 
chief of the Yanktonais, in the vicinity 
of 
Peck 
and 
Wolf 
Points, 
sends 
word 
to 
General 
Miles 
that he will stand by him. 
Upon the 
strength of that intelligence Miles sent on 
Frid »y last two companies of infantry to 
F ort Peck to hold it against attack. 
Tne 
Indians of bitting Bull’s camp .w ere seen 
within IO miles of Peck, whicn would in ­ 
dicate a southern movement, and probably 
an attempt upon Fort Keogh*. 
Gen. Miles 
can put only 500 men in the field. 
If bit­ 
ting Bull moves on him another Custer 
massacre will follow, or else a masterly re­ 
treat.

Lad­ 
der,” one of the sharpest slopes of the 
range. 
Here they rested, it being deemed 
advisable to lighten the load by giving up 
the sled to Sergeant Cone. 
He strapped 
on a light trunk, and by adjusting the 
cogs, started on his downward slide. 
On 
going over the summit of the peak be was 
going at the rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour, 
but 
this 
increased 
to 
forty 
as 
he 
got 
down 
the side, and he 
was absolutely flying 
down the mountain side, when he lost his 
balance, and wa* precipitated into a snow 
bank about Pi feet from the trestlework. 
He struck upon hi* head and shoulders, 
and when found by PrivateiM urphy, who 
followed him, wa* apparently dead. After 
restoratives had been given he recovered, 
and was removed 
to this town where 
his wound* were promptly dressed.

From the St. Paul Pioneer Pres*. 
There was brongbtinto the city of Win- 
nepeg, in Manitoba, last fall, a half bushel 
of wheat said to be grown 1,500 miles Dorth 
of that point. The bearer was a half breed 
Indian, who had come from the far north 
to W innepeg to trade, and the grain wa* 
brought with him to exchange for other 
commodities.

other accusation of doing anything contra­ 
ry to the charter, however expedient or 
just it might be. 
Attorney Jackson presented the claims 
of Mr. Harrison.
